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DETAILED ACTION 

The instant application 10/577,589 had a notice of appeal filed 4/15/10. An 
appeal brief was filed 6/30/10 to which this action is responsive. Claims 22-46 are 
pending. 



Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's arguments, filed on 6/30/10 in the Appeal Brief, with respect to claims 
22 and 46 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The prior art of record is 
silent in explicitly teaching alone or in combination "transmitting, by the switching 
component, a request together with the determined profile of the first 
telecommunications terminal to a data provisioning component in accordance with an 
address contained in the reference for checking the usability of the encrypted user data 
object by the first telecommunications terminal" in conjunction with the other limitations 
as required by independent claim 22. Similarly, the prior art of record, alone or in 
combination, fails to teach "said switching component configured to transmit a request, 
together with the determined profile of the first telecommunications terminal, to said 
data provisioning component in accordance with an address contained in the reference 
for checking whether the encrypted user data object to be transmitted is usable for 
processing by the at least one first telecommunications terminal" in conjunction with the 
other limitations of claim 46. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 22-46 are allowed.
